“I did not notice the kind of paper he 
was using, but 1 am positive about that 
printed date. I am sure it was the Zie- 
genhein letter I saw. 

“T have no idea who the man was, as 
I had never seen him before and have 
not seen‘him since. I should know him 
if I did. I think he was 5 feet 10 inches 
tall. and would weigh 175 pounds. He 
was very well dressed.” 

Southern Hotel attaches say that a man 
filling this description was a guest at the 
hotel for a few days before Christmas. 
They remember him for his height, but 
say they do not recall his name or home. 
They do remember how long he stayed at 
the hotel, but remember seeing him often 
about the lobby, his height attracting 
particular attention.
